Motor Brakes Give Way anel the Terrified 
Men and Women I’revent the Cenducteir 
from Averting the Olnaster—Burneel te> 
Death In a Forest Fire—Woods Ablaze In 
Kentucky and Indiana—Heavy Loss at 
Victoria, N» ar Cloverport, Ky, 


JKAN6VILLE, Pa., April 1 —Th© worst 
accident in the history of the trolley muds 
in this reg ion and one that was thrilling 
in the extreme* resulted in the death of 
three persons, the fatal wounding prob- 
ably of two others and the ¡severe injury 
of several more, and the fatality was due 
iu part to a panic among the* passeng ers, 
whey crowded abemt the* conductor anil 
motorman of the unmanag eable train. 
The disaster occurred on oar No. 20. 
As 
the car pasfknl out on the g rtule loading 
down the mountain Motorman Se itz ap 
piicnl the brake, but the chain snapped. 
He then threw the safety lever. 
To his 
terror this refused to work and the terri 
fled motorman sprang 
to the reverse 
brake, hoping to control the car by the 
current. 
The actions of the motorman 
and the speed of the ear had by this time 
alurmcd the passeng ers. 
Failing to co n­ 
trol the car Seitz shouted to Conductor 
Socks to apply the rear brake. 
The mo- 
tornmn’s shouts caused a panic on the 
car and the passeng ers made a rush for 
the platform. 
Going at the Bute o f a Mile a Minute 
The cur was g oing dowu the mountain 
a mile a minute. 
Conductor Socks ap­ 
pealed to the passeng ers to g o back Into 
the car 6 0 that he mig ht apply the* rear 
brake, but his appeals were not heeded. 
David Hackman, of Hazleton, and two 
other men endeavored to keep the women 
from throwing themselves from the oar, 
but try as they would they could not pro 
vent the frig htened women crowding 
around the conductor until the car was 
entirely beyond control. 
Mrs. W illiams 
was the first to jump. 
Her body struck 
ag ainst a post, breaking her back and 
causing instant death. 
Mrs. Early next 
ilnng herself off ami was dashed to death. 
She tried to save her boy, but ho shared 
the same fate as his mother. 
The re­ 
maining passeng ers with one exception 
then jumped. 
Colllcleel with a Teleg raph I’ole 
Mrs. Evans was the only person to re­ 
main on the e ar witli the exception of the 
motorman and conductor. 
The ear ke*pt 
the truck until the crossing uear the foot 
of the Incline was reached. Hero it jumped 
the truck and crashed into a teleg raph 
pole. 
The front of t he car was *stove in 
and a piece of board penetrated Mrs. 
Evans’ siele. 
The screams of the frantic 
passeng ers as the car rushed down the 
mountain could be heard for half a mile. 
The residents of this place hastened to 
the scene of the accident and diel all they 
could to relievo the suffering .

L. W iliiams, husband of the woman who 
was killed, leg s and siele bruised; Mag g ie 
Herrity, of Beaver Meadow, leg broken 
and body cut and brui-ed; thre*e children 
of Mrs. Evans; Hannah Somers, oi Beaver 
Meadow, body hurt and he ad cut; Morris 
Hug hes, of YVilkesbarre, badly bruised 
about the body.
